Of the rampires o& defenſes of the eter, 
HE eies ate compaſled and ar=- 

| med aboue and beneath, on the 
'  righthand, andontheleft, and 
on eueric part,not only for their pro- 
tetion and defence, but alſo to make 
them appeare more beautifull & fai- 
ter. Andindeede the noſe ſerueth as 
arampire and bulwarke vnto them, 
purging them and the braine of ſuper- 
uous humours . The bones named 
Ethmoides & Tugale are no lefſe com- 
modiouſlic placed for their preſerua- 
tion and maintcnaunce, And con= 
cernyng the eye lyddes wherewyth 
they are defended and couered: they 
are not onelic an ornamente , but 
alſo as gates and drawing bridges, ha- 
uing their muſcles as chaines to life 
them vp, andlet them downc when it 
ſhalbe expedicnt,cither in ſeing,ſlee- 
ping, or waking, and co ſtay whatſoe- 
uer might fall into them , and on their 
edpes they haue the haires called C:/ia,

Furthermore, 
this change and diuerſitie of colours 
refreſherhrthe weried cies in ſuch ſort, 
that before we haue viewed andloo- 
kcdon athing diligentlic, we ſlay our 
eyes for this purpoſe, that the ſpirites 
of ſight may as it were, retirethem- 
ſelues to this diucrſitie of colours as 
to aplace of recreation and comfort, 
This membrane named wwea is ſoit, 
leaſt it might hure the cryſtaline hu- 
mor,and found dire&lie ſet to the ſaid 
humor,that the light might haue more 
fice entrance,and that by hisdarkneſſe 
the paſlage of the colours might not 
bee ſtopped : it is nouriſhed with the 
veines & arteries of the hornic mem- 
brane. Now that which is ſecn on the 
hole or centre of the cye like vnto a 
black pricke,is named the apple oi the 
eyeby th: which we ſee : and albeit it

There is a further com- 
moditie ofthis humor to keepe by his

FE Crropium is, when the loyver eye- 
lid curneththe inſide out, & draw- 
ethſo much backe, that it coue- 
reth.not the vyhite ofthe eye, nor is 
toynedto the other eye-lid which is 
aboue. This affeQiion is not natural, 
but hath grownefrom too much loo cyt 
ſing medicines, or from ſuperfluous 
fleſh which hath growne in the inner 
parte ofit : or rather, as Aerius ſayth, 
when the flcſh inthe corner of the eye 
is increaſed and ouergrowne: or by 
cutting avvay too much of the skinne 
in a palſey, labouring by that meanes 
to make ir ſhorter: in like manner, 
burning, cicatrizing, or cutting in the 
outwarde parte of the eye-lid , maye 
bring this fault,and old-age alſo maye 
procurcit . The cure mult be diuers, cure; 
as the caulcs are diuers requiring ra- | 
therthe hande ofthe Chirurgian then 
medicines : If then it proceede from 
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the ouergrovving of fleſhe, and the 
ſame belittle and tender, it may be a- 
bated and conſumed with medicines 
properly affeRed to take away fleſh, if 
it be olde anddrie itſhalbe cut avvay.

' Takeancedlevvith chreadeinit, and 


put it thorough the lovveſt part of the 
ficſhe which grovvethout, then vvith 
the ſame threadeliftir vp, and the cie= 
lidde with it, and with the point ofa 
penknife curte it by lictle and lictle, or 
with a crooked vauſe,you may curte it 
all at once if you canne, but take heede

Of the eyelids which arc ticd & joined 
togither,called in Grecke Agcy/ofis,

A Gebiloblepharon is whe the eyelids 
take holde ech of other,and ioine 
together, ſo that the cye cannot be 0- 
pened: And it ſo falleth out ſometime 
in thismaladie, that the eye-lidde is 
knitted to the yyhite of the eye, com- 
monly called coniunt#:ua,and ſomtime 
vvith c:rnea, or the hornie membrane, 
& this diſeaſe is called Simphiſ9s,or pro- 
phiſts blepharon, 1t is fo that from the 
byrth and conformation of the partc, 
the eye-lids arc ioyned together , as it 
is alſo ſometime ſcene inthe hole of 
the care, yarde, matrice, fundament, 
mouth, or vyhen anvlcer hath beene 
negligently and ignorantly cured, ey- 
ther in the eye-liddes or membranes, 
coniunfiua or cornea, becauſe in hea- 
ling of the vicergthe parts which ought 
to hauc beene ſeperated, haue beene 


glewed together. Concerning this cure 
if 
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if the cye-liddes are equally ioyned, 
they muſt be ſeperated, vvhich I would 
hauc cunningly doone with the pointe 
of alittle ſlender lagncet, and after the 
inciſion, to put betvyeene both partes 
little clothes dippedin ſome eye-ſalue 
vvhich may keepe open the yvounde, 
yntill both partes be healed : bur when 
the eve-lidde is linked andfaſtened to 
tothe white of the cyc or horny mem+« 
brane,the eye-lidde muſt be with great 
dexreritie and diſcretion parted from 
the cye,cutting rather(ifſo it mnſt be) 
the cye. lidde than the eye: vvhich be= 
ing done, vſe ſuch megicines as will al. 
{vyage paiae, to eſchevyeinflammati- 
onflowing of humars, and paine ifſu- 
ing from them, and by little and little 
afrerwardes to apply medicines,which 
may heale and take away the roughnes . 
which he incifion hath lefte, ſtirring it 
daily,noronely to put the medicine y= 
ponit, .but alſo to keepe it from ioy.

E: Oloboma is heere vſed for any de- 
fe 8 vvan, cither in the lippes, 
carcs,noſtrels, or eye-liddes, when by 
nature (as it oftentimes falleth out) 
theſe parts are clouen, in ſuch manner 
as if there had beene ſome whole piece 
taken away,andthey left maimed. The 
cauſe of this defaulte, is either naturall 
through the ſeebleneſle of that faculrie 
and vertue which faſhioned the bodie 
in the wombe, or fro vyant and inſuf- 
fciencie of matter, yyhereof thoſe 
partes vyere framed , or from ſome 0+ 
ther accident,as rottenneſſe,a carbun- 
cle,or gangrene, which have caten & 
waltcd the parte, or by a ſtroke vvhich

the part. As touching the cure,it is vn- 
polhble to reſtore that vvanre vvhich 
is in rhe ſubſtaunce : thatmuſt be na-

FH Ydatis, is a grovving out of fatte 
inthe higher cye-lid betyyene the 
skinne and the griſtle, In ſome,8& ſpe 
cially in little children yyhich aze veric 
moyſte, this fatte groyycth more and 
more, and caufeth many greeuous ac - 
cidentes ouerlading rhe cye : and for 
this cauſe drayving dovvnthe revvme, 
the cye-liddes ſceme ſvvollen-vnder 
vnderthe brovyes, neither are they a» 
ble colifte vp themſelves vyvhen neede 
ſorequireth. If anic one preſſe them 
dovvne vvith his fingers dinided in 
ſunder, that is betvyeenc the fingers 
ariſeth yp, yvhen the other yhich.is 
vnderthem is prefied dovyne. Thos 
children ( ſayth - Albucrafis) vwyhiche 
have this maladieylic lceping alvvaics 
ypon their face,and at the davyning of 
the daye aregreatly tormented vvyth 


that abundance ofthamors which bath 


bene 
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becne gathered in the night : they are 
not able to behold the ſunne,but their 


eye tremblcth, and ſheddeth teares. If cre, 


this diſeaſe be but nevvly begunne, it 
maye bee eafily healed vvith reſaluing 
medicines yvithomt Chirurgerie : bur 
ifitbee of long continuance, it'muſt 
be taken avvay by mannall operation, 
that is by the hande of the Chirurgian. 
VVhen you haue ſet the ficke partiein 
a conuenient place, you mult preſſe 
doyyne the eye-lidde at both corners 
vvith your fingers, that by this meanes 
the skinne ſtretching foorth, maye bee 
cutte ouerthyyatrt, your hande remay= 
ning hanging doyvne,leaſt the skinne 
or bladder vyherin the fatte is be tous 
ched and hurte ; and morcouer, that ie 
being opened, the ſame may betaken 
ayvay ioyntly vvith the bladder. This + 
done, you muſt prefle it out yvith the 
fingers, or rather vvitha payre of pine 
cers plucke it out by the rootes,fith it 
may be caſily ſeperated,dealing after= 
ward with it, as you wouldein the di- 
ſeaſe called a / Yo!f.

courſe is, to ſcare them to the rootes 
vvithan yron made for that purpoſe, 
for this yvill vtterly deſtroy them. This 
done,apply ſuch remedies as may pre« 
uent inflammation ,& the eſcarre be= 
ing once remoued, the vicer yvil heale 
ealilye. In this order ſhall you deale 
yvith thoſe haires 'vyhich grovye na- 
turally,if their turning invvarde offend 
the cycs.But before you come toſeare 
the place, you muſt labour to gather

to the Germaine Sea , For Scorbuc in 
their language Ggnifieth burſten belly, 
as if the ſides and belly (as it commeth 
to paſſe) vyere afteRed. In bigh dutch 
vyhen the gummes arc infeRed , it is 
called Scormunz,that is burſten cheekes 
or mouth, but when the fignes and to+ 
kens thereof appearein the legges they 
name it Scorben, whichis broken legs, 
che Holanders of the ſpots reſembling 
pomegranates call it blanſchuis . It ſee- 
mcth to bee flomacace and ſeeleryrbe 
yvhereof Plinie makerh mention in 
the 25. booke of his naturall hiſtorye 
and thirde chapiter in theſe wordes : 
Neither doe beaſtes onely hure bur 
ſometimes water and the ſoile where 
men liue. VVhen the Emperour Ger- 
manicus pitched his tents beyonde the 
Ryner Rene in Germanye there was 
ypon the ſea coaſt one onely ſpring of 
ſweete water, whereof whoſocuer had 

eronke within two yearcs ſpace his 

teeth would fall out,and the ioyntes of 
his knees wonld bee loofed. The Phifie 
tions did call it fomacacen and ſcele- 
z»rben,to the curing of the which they 
haue founde out, an heatbe named &ri. 


zannica, which is not onely —_—_ 
or 
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for the finewes, but alfo for diſcaſes in 
the mouth, againſt ſquincyes and ſer 

ntes, the leaves ofit arelong and 
Taryn root blacke, the iuice of it is 
preſſed forth both of the leaues and of 
the roote. 

The pcople of friefland amongſt 
whom they camped, ſhewedit. This 
diſcalc hath hitherrg growen worle & 
worſe amongeſt them, and theneare 
inhabitauntes of the ſea, ſpecially a« 
mongelt ſuche as dwell rowardes the 
North, Butin theſclatter yeares it hath 
begun to creep into the countries ad=- 
ioyning (whereinit was neuer heardof 
before) either through ill dyer,or con- 
tagious infection , ſo that it is nowe 
knowen almoſt inall lowe Germanye: 
notwithſtanding it is ynknowen inthe 
dominions of high Germany,as in 1:4» 
dy,Fraunce, and Spaine, If this infeRion 
may perhappes be in any place of Aſie; 
or Africa, either that borgdercth on the 
ſca,or there is want of (weete water,or 
their dye: and the Aire nouriſheth ir, 
Therefore this diſeaſe is proper tothar 
Region, asto the inhabitaunts of the 
Notth partes, and not familiarto all 
placesin the woilde, avis the creyve 
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ofothermaladyes. The Nabatheant 
whiche dwell in that part of Arabia, 
whiche for the fruitfulnes is called A- 
rebia Exlix , that is happy Arabia, 
and the Romancs alſo comming thi- 
ther 1n the dayes of Angaſius Ceſar 
ſeeme to haue beene troubled with 
this diſeaſe . For when at his com= 
maundement Aelius Gallus hadde 
leadde che Romaine Armyc into Ara- 
bia , hee wasconſtraincd in the voy- 
ageto leauc itin AZ5o vico whiche is 
the greateſt market Towne of the 
Nabatheans , where they remayned 
all Sommer, and winter , that they 
whiche were weake , might recouer 
their ſtrength, 

For the Hoaſte was aflited with 
diſeaſes in cheir mouthes and Legyges, 
and other ſickeneſles incident to that 
place , in both whiche diſſeaſes there 
was a diſſolution and looleneſſe of the 
Legges, and iayves, vvhiche pocee. 
ded from the vvater, and fruites as 
Strabo yvriteth ncare to the ende of 
his fixteenth Booke , vvho liued in 
that ſame tyme . I finde not any pro. 
pername, forthis diſeaſe amongeſt 
the Arabans ; but cither the Grecke 

| Phuſici= 
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Phiſitions vvhiche then praQyſed a= 


monzeſt the Romaines , or ſuche as 
ynderſtanding Latine and beeing alſo 
cunning in the Greeke tongue tollo. 
ed and vvayted in the Rowazne Armie 
inuented Greeke Names , fromthe 
ſignes and accidentes vvhiche appea- 
redin the mouth and Legges, calling 
it Szomacaee, of hurting the mouth, 
and Selctirbe of hurting andinfeRing 
the legs. For the Phifitions vvhich then 
attended on the Emperour Germani- 
cs recejued nottheſe names fromthe 
Hollanders,vvhich ſeeme at that time 
to hauc beene deſtitute of learned Phi- 
fitions , andſuch as vvere cunning in 
firange languages, ſo that they vvere 
notableto giucfitte names in Grecke 
vnto diſcaſes : butifchey hadde any 
Phiſicions rhey vvere of their ovyne 
Couatry, and very meanely learned. 
Neither receiued the Philitions vyhich 
follovyed Aeiius Ga!lus rheſe names 
from the Arabian! or Nabaih.cans, 
Moreouer that diſe ale which is named 
Sceletirbe by the Author of the defini= 
tions yvhich beare G2/cn: names not 
our S:orbie , ſecing hee vvriteth 
thatic is a kynde of Pallcy , vyhicke 
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ſoffereth not them whiche haue itto 
vralke ſtraight , but ſometime they 
bovve tothe right hande,ſometime to 
the Icft , ſometime they dravvetheir 
legges after them , not vnlyke thole 
ellis oc vppe ſtcepe places: his 
his vyordes are theſe : Scelorirbe 35 4 
kinde of Palſie wuherein the Patient 
cannot goe ſiraight , but nouvve vuri= 
theth to the right hande , nowve to the 
left, and dravuerh bu legge after him, 
as they doe Vuhiche aſcende into high 
=_ - I ſuppoſe that Marcellus cal- 
ed this diſeaſe Oſceds becauſe it ea. 

tcth into the mouth & gums, it is cal- 
led of others Gingipedinm , as it vvcre 
hurting the feere and gummes . Here 
novy ariſeth a queſtion, vyhether this 
peſtilence yvereknovven and vvritten 
of by the olde auncient Grecke and 
Arabian vvriters of Phificke . Albeir 
ſome doe affirme it to be true, yer [ 
incline to the contrarye, for Anicen 
Chapr. 3. Fen.ts. trat. 2. Chapt. 2, 
of the tokens of Apoſlemes in the 
Spleane rehearſeth a number of ſuche 
fienes and accidentes as may bee ſeene 
in the ſcorbie ; Neuerthelefſe he de- 
{cribeth not our ſcorbie though he 
| come 
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come neare vntoit. Hippocrates vvrie 
xcth of great Spleanes in ſuche ſorte, 
that in the ſcconde booke of his Pre- 
dift:ons hee poimteth out certaine 
markes of the ſcorbie, but our ſcorbie 
isnotlayde open vvith a fevve fignes 
and tokens vyhiche appeare in the 
diſcaſcsof the Spleane. For hce ſaith, 
they vvhiche hauc great Spleanes are 
ſubicRto ſoare gummes , and a ſtinc- 
king breath, againe vyhoſocuer hane 
great Spleancs vvithour bleeding, or a 
ſtncking breath, they have ylcers and 
blacke icarres inthcir legges . Ler vs 
novve vvyaigh and cxamine Hppocra. 
ger vyordes. Hee affirmeththat ſuche 
as haue great Spleanes haue infeRed 
and flincking gummes , that is one 
token: then hee addeth . Ifin ſuche 
as hauc great Spleancs there is nei- 
ther rotten gummes, nor bleeding, 
then there ariſe in their legges malig 
naunt vicers, ang blacke (carres, By 
this itis pra H:ppocrates mdged 
both theſe tokens coulde not ioyntly 
happen in a grear Spleane , bur that 
vicers vvonlde bee then inthe legges 
vvhen the melancholy ſharpe humour 
vvas Cither not carried vppe to the

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gummes , or vyas diminiſhed by blee= 
ding, and vvhen it ſettteth into the 
Legges it breedeth filthye Vicers, and 
leaucth behynde it blacke Scarres , 
But in the Scorbie ,* ioyntlye the 
Gumimes doe rotte and ſlincke, and 
ercat blewe ſportes appeare in the 
Legges , whiche very {cldome come 
to bee an Vicer. 

The ſpottes goe before the VI- 
cers , whiche arc very malignaunt, 
and alſo very rare , neyther 1s there 
any mention of theſe [pottes which: 
arc alwaycs cuidentin this diſeaſe, but 
Hippocrates onely- ſpeaketh of ſuche 
ſcaries whiche remayne after ali nie= 
Jancholyke VIcers . It is true they 
are molt hargely cured: VVheretore 
P. Aeginera , athrmeth they cannot 
be cloaſed rogeather when the ſpleane 
is hard.” 

Mine aunſwere is the ſame to 
Celſus , who hath trarſlatedinto La« 


. tyne theſe wordes of Hippocrates, in 


his ſeconde booke and ſeaventecnth 
Chapiter ., And in this manner [I 
aunlwere to Celſius, andall the aun< 
cyent auQhorityes whiche arc allcade 
ged to this purpoſe,

Furthermore I haue founde ont 
by longe experience that the S:orbie 
differeth from the blacke Iaundes, 
and from the thirde kinde of Vol 
wulus , called by Aippocrates Hee 
matites ; and Balduinus Ronſseus, 
an exccllent Phyſition , and my fa- 
miliar acquayntaunce ſheweth the 
ſame verryc learnedly , in hisexcel=- 
lent Booke intituled De magnis Hipe 
pocraris lieniobus , Amongeſt thenewe 
writers Oiaus Magnus, borne in Suvi- 

zerland , ſomewhat ſetteth out the 
« S-orbie , in his hiſlorye of thoſe 
; Nations whiche dwell ynder the 


North Pole, in his fiixteenth booke 
and fifrye one Chapiter , albeit in 
many places hee is full of forgeries, 
There is a diſcaſe amorizelt Souldy- 
ers vexing ſuche as bee beſieged and 
ſhur vp, in ſuche ſort, that the fleſhye 
patts waxe grofſe and ſenceles, conſu- 
ming vnder the tkin as waxe melteth, 
| and when they are prefled downe with 
\.- the finger they yeeld. The teeth are ſer 
en edge,and ready to fal out, the white 
| {kin hath blewe ſpots, there is 2 heany 
ſluggiſhnes with loathſomnes of me- 
dicans, this diſcale is commonly called 
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in their tonone Scorb:k, in grecke c4- 
chexia, peraduenture of the ſoft matter 
yyhich rorteth vnder the ſkinne . Te 
ſcemcth to grovve by —_— ſalte 
meates becing not vvell digefted;, and 
to bee foſtred and increaſed by the 
colde exhalations and yapores ariting 
from vyalles . For it is not ſo full of 
force and ſtrength, vyhere their vvalls 
arc bourded vvith any kinde of vyvood, 
vyhatſocuer it bee . If this maladye 
waxe more fierce and continue long, 
they drive it avvay by the continvuall 
drinking of yyormevyoode, as they 
vie totake avvay the rootes and rce 
liques of the ſtone by drincking 
olde Ale ſodden togeathes vvith 
Butter. 

In hisg. Booke and 38. Chapi- 
eter hee ſaith: Artthe fiſt they ſcale 
avvaye by force , but yyhen their 
Souldiours areloſt by continuall ſkir< 
miſhes , by crafte and ſubreltye the 
viQualls of ſuche as doc befiege them, 
eſpecyally cheir Cattell , vyhiche they 

utte to feede on the toppes of their 

(es yyhiche are full of wall , leaſt 
vranting nevve and freſhe fleſhe t 
QGoulde fallinca this Gckenefle of

other the moſt greeucus, called in 
their naturall tongue Scorbuck , that 
is to ſaye, avvounded or yycarye ſto- 


macke vyhich pincth avyay vyuthhor-,_ 


rible tormentes and dayly ſorrovye 
For cold meatcs & not digeſted being 
greedyly deuoured doc caule adilcale 
not vnlyke that vyhiche the Phiſitions 
call Yninerſalem Cachexiam ', that is 
an ill diſpoſition or Rate ofthe vvhole 
bodye . Alſo Alberrus Coram , itt 
his Saxonia , and Ewricins Cordus in 
his Bonatologiens doe by occaſion 
ſpcake of this peſtilent diſcale. 


The cauſes. 


He firſt and neareſt cauſe is a 
groſſe, ravye, colde humour 
contayned in the vaines , 
vyhether it come onely from 
melancholy, or bee mixed 
vvith fleame, Caulcs farre of are thoſe 
vyhiche are commonly called in Phy- 
ficke', the ſixe thinges vvhiche are 
not naturall, as corrupt Aire, euill 
and vnholeſom dyct, vvhicheis vſu- 
all in the North partes, chietlye a-

moneeſt Marryners , as ſyvines fleſhe 
euen [melling afſoone asit is ſodden, 
Bacon ſtuffed and dried with ſmoake, 
beeing ſomerymes reſtye, and atthe 
kylling of it vncleane , and ſhewing 
manifeſt tokens ofinfeQion, whiche 
oftentymes they eate rawe: alſo other 
ficlhe, and fiſhe falted,then hardened 
in the ſmoake , or powdred to keepe 
longer, alſo ſuche as are of agroaſſe 
ſubſtaunce neyther haue any iuyce, 
Ninking flethe taken in hunting , 
fowles liuing inthe water, all thinges 
whiche .have beene ſowſed a longe 
tyme in Vincger, Coolewortes, Cab- 
bage, Garlicke , breadde twiſe ſodden 
and ſomewhat hoarye, Pulſe , drincke 
thicke and fuli of dregges, vie of ſtin= 
king waters when ſweete faile, from 
whence greeuous difeaſes doe (ptinge 
as Hippocrates , and Piinze doc wits 
neſfle. 

Moreouer , faſting with alittle 
meate, in whiche is ill nourithemene 
whereunto may bee added watchings, 
vntimely labours, immoderare affece 
tions of the mynde , great and daylye 
cares, and ſtudycs: Caulcs going be - 
fore, Fcuers, hindcrance, or ſtaying of 
the 
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the yſuall & due purging, as of the ern. 
roodes,or Hlowers,and (uch like, 


The Signes. 


He fgnes in the beginning of 

the diſeaſe are heauineſſe of 

the whole bodie,ſodaine grol- 
neſſe, ſraitneſſe about the 
fides,and belly, vveakeneſle in 

the legs, and ſome coldneſle'with little 
payne, foreneſſe inthe iavves, vvithan 
itching reddenefle altered from the na- 
turall colour , the face from palenefle 
chauuging into bleyvneſſe: In thein. 
crealing appeare a looſe [vvellyng, and 
flovving of bloud from the gurumes, 
ro:tenneſſe vvith a ftyncking breath, 
ſometimes the ficthe 1s confumed ro 
the rootes of the teeth, and they ſhake 
readye to fall out, there are ſpottes in 
the legges , not vnlyke the (prynck- 
linges et bloud, and almoſt refembe 
ling flea-bitinges, yet ſome-what grea- 
ter, which may ſome-time be ſcene in 
the thighes, and diſperſed ouer all the 
bodye, proceeding of the leſle groſler 


bloud ; commonly the ſpotsare great, 
coloue 
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Coloured like to lead, blew,purple, dar- 
ker then black violets, begorcen of the 
groſſcſt corrupte bloud , which falleth 
downe that waye , wherefore they (cl- 
dome ſpring in any other places, ex - 
cept thelegges And whenlocuer thefe 
appeare, they fore-tell moſt certainly, 
that the Scorby is there, albcie other 
markes are hidden and ſecrete, Som ©. 
time this þlcwnefſe ſheweth it ſelfe in 
theiawes, but that is in ſuche , whoſe 
whole body is drowned in this corrup= 
tion,that death is nigh at hand. V Vhen 
the diſcaſe groweth worſe and worſe, 
then there is coldneſie in the ſincwes 
ofthe legges, vnabilitie to walke, the 
crampe,ftraightnes of breath,cſpecial» 
ly when the ficke partie fitreth,mouerb 
* orislifted vp: for then he eyther ſow- 
neth, or is neare vnto it, but when hee 
lyech,he doth breath more eaſily, and 
is much refreſhed.Some doe often de- 
firemeate, others haue their appetite 
decayed. The gricuouſnes of it is ob= 
ſerued in manye on the fourth and fift 
day,in the moſt on the third day,in ve+ 
rie fewe euerie day,yet without any e- 
uident feuer. Notwithſtanding there is 
no doubt, but at the ſame time ſome 
haue

hane a feuer . For in this diſeaſe, ſome 
arc troubled with a lingring and chan= 
ging feuer, Ito falleth out,that there 
goe before it burning peſtilent ſeuers, 
double tertians.and I haue ſeene when 
the Scorby not beeing perfeRly cured,a 
moſt peſtilent quactaine hath enſued, 
and in the decay of the quartaine , the 
Scorb#e hath againe appeared,which by 
ſound aduiſe and councell hath beene 
ouercomed.So thoſe feuers ſeeme not 
ſo much to be endedin their ſeperati. 
on,as to caule new diſcaſes worſe then 
the former,by the weakenes of the bo- 
yvels, want of nouriſhment , andthe 
great & filthy corruption of the bloud., 
Some haue their bellies bounde, ſeme 
looſe. The blewneſſe doth ſo compaſſe 
all che legges with ſvvelling vnto the 
feete, that it might bee accompred a 
token of leprofic. Againc,lome haue 
theirlegpes ſo (mal, t hat there ſcemeth 
to be nathing but the ſimple skin co- 
uering the bones , vvith greate heate 
moſte commonly,yer ſometime vrith- 
out heate. Some men haue their ſpots, 
turning and conſuming into ſcales , as 
for the moſt part it fallerh out in Eri- 
ſipelas , others haue them remayning 
lghr, 
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licht.ſmoorh,and ſhining,leauing alie* 
tle print when they rc prefſed with 
the finger . And ſometime (albeit bur 
ſeldome)rthere appearcth a fulnefſe and 
ſvvelling of the veynes, ſuche as isto 
be ſcene inthe diſeaſe varix, and vn- 
der the tongue arelittle veines not yn=- 
like ro that, and they arc alſo cuid:nt 
in the nether lippe. 

The pulle,as in the quartaine feuer, 
is inconſtant,ſlender,hard,ſwift,weake, 
alrering with the time of the diſcaſe. 
The vrineor yvater is redde,troubled, 


thicke,and lyke the lees of nevveredde. 


wine,as alſo it is vſually ſecne ina hoat 
quartaine, hauing allo a ſtrong ſmell & 
ſauour. 


The Prognoſt ications, 


TFT Scorbie is ſometime perceiued 
to be common in the ſame houſe, 
becauſe they ali haue vſed the ſame 
dyect: thcrefore it is accompred in- 
feRious, vvhich contagion partly pro=- 
ceedeth by drinking of the ſame cuppe, 
vvhen the mouth and gummes arc in- 
feed , partlye corrupte ſpirites are 
drawne 
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dravyne in by continuall handling ef 
the licke, Sometimes ir is receiued as it 
vycie by inheritance from the parents, 
Feuers many times do ceaſe & change 
into this diſeaſe . A conſumption is a 
moſt common companion of it. Som= 
times the dropſie,or flixe, but alvyayes 
Arrophia, that is, a languiſhing ofthe 
bodie,for vvante of nouriſhment wait- 
teth on it, 

If vicers ariſe inthelegges (whiche 
are verye rare) they arc hardly ioyned 
togcather, becauſe they are ſtincking, 
peſtilent, and ſometimes chaunge to a 
ganerene, ſo corrupte, that they fecle 
not a launcet thruſt into them. Some 
haue ſounde gummes, albeit filthy and 
ſpotted legges,and ſuch doe bleede ci= 
ther at the noſc or mouth. The ſpotres 
are hidden in many that dye,in others 
they budde out abundantly after they 
atc dead, 


Their Diet, 


| Fm his dyetbe of ſuch thinges as 
maye bee caſily diſgeſted, having 
good iuyce ſome. vyhat hoate, thinne, 
piercing, & clenſng,whervnto ad fuch 
AI 
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a3 have ſome force to bind and ftreng. 
ghcn. Fried batly,or oares,or barly huſ- 
ked,, and ſodden in pottage,or vvatet, 
chen ſtrained vvith vyine,ſmall corains 
fodden in ſomie broth agreeable there 
ynto,or in vyater,or yyinc,and ſo ſtrai- 
ned, where-vnto you maye put fome= 
time the yolke ofan egge . Ifthe licke 
partie be thirſtic, he may cate of thoſe 
rayſens: alſo ſvycet almonds, & a fevv 
byrter , preparedin a decoRtion made 
vvith vyheat,is very profitable. Some- 
times ſpices,in regarde of the feblencs 
of the body,and ſtate of the diſcaſe, are 
to be mingled vvith his meate,as cyna- 
mon,mace,nutmegges, ginger. [tis not 
ynprofitable to cate ſovver grapes. Let 
his ſauce bee capers, with great ra(yns 
ſteeped in oxiſaccharis,or oxime/,which 
are not to bee ſwalloyved before they 
be cheyved veric ſmall. Let his drynke 
be good ale yyel clarified, ſpecially with 
yyormeyvood, and vyormyvood wine, 
vyhich is marucilous proficable, if hee 
be declining to a droplie . Let him vſe 
vvith diſcretion the vvhey of mylke:al- 
ſogoares milke, or the mylke of kine 
vyhen it is nevve, in vvhich lette there 
bee ſodden vvater=crefles, or garden- 
creſles, 
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erefſes, vyhich ſome cal winter-crefſcs, 
vvhoſe keaues are broader. Manye vſe 
vrith good (ucceſfe Scorby- grafle,tuch 
eſpecially as hane bene accuſtomed to 
eate myike.Let him bec keprtin a drye, 
warm,cleane, & light chaber,& lethim 
auoide ſorrovve. You ſhall begin your 
cure vvith bloud-Ictting,ifthe body be 
full of blond, and the age and ſtrength 
of the patient can beare it, bur let him 
not bleed much Itis beſt and fitteſt to 
procure the emroodes, to bee purged 
that vvay. If the ſplene be ſpecially af- 
feed,open the fplene or middle veine 
intheleft arme,bur if the liuer be more 
or as mach gricued, then open a veine 
inthe right arme.Now ſeeing the Phi. 
ſition isſeldome called,except the ma- 
Jadie haue taken deepe rootp;and pre- 
uailed muche, and ſpottes doe appeare 
in the legges, my counfaile ts, to ab= 
Raine from bloud-lerting . Purge the 
bodic gentlye vvith the leaues of ſena 
Alexandrine,y9,or bil orlcfſeifyou 
put thereto aſictle epichimum , vvitha 


fevve great raſyns, fenell ſcede,$& gin= 


ger, of each halfe adram, vvhichyyhen 
you haue put into a ſufficient quantity 
of whey,and made hoat,lct them ſtand

dovvne an vnpleaſant and abhomina- 
ble drynke vſcd in the Eaft partes of 
Friezeland, as a moſt certaine cure of 
the Scorbyc,that cucry man maye be- 
holde vvbat force is naturally in ex-+ 
crements, which neuerthelefſe we ap- 
prooue nottobe vſcd, becauſe other 
whiche are more pleaſaunt and lefſe 
Joathſome, maye bec more ſatcly vied, 
and there is found out a more delight» 
fuſl way ofcuring.

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Inthemeanetime lettethe looſe flin- 
king gummes bee yvaſhed vvith a dee 
cotton made of the leaucs and barke 
of batþeries,Scorby grafſe, water and 
vvinter-creſſes,redde roſes vnripe,pre- 

aredin vvater, in which iron or ſtcele 
fath bene quenched,to vyhich beeyn 
trayned, you may put alittle allome, 
In regarde of the taſte and cleanfi 
mingle vvithiteither vnclarifiedhony, 
or hony of roſcs,or for the ſurer preſer 
uation and ſtrengthening ofthe » 
& delaying of heate conſerue of mul - 
beries.

Take of biſtor:e FP lalre Yi. vvyth 
conſcrue of mul-berties, make a con- 
ſcrue of them togeather. You maye 
make thelyke of allome, pellicorye of 
Spayne,and not clarified honye myng- 
led togeather, adding te them alyule 
ſage and 9/ibanm made in powder. 
The VVoman of vvhome 1 ſpake 
before vſcd this vyaſhing vvater, of 
byſſope,beronyc,Ambroha, roots of 
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ennls campana (odden in water , put- 
ting toit when it vvas ſtrained in qua 
tity two pounde, halfc an ounce of ale 
lome,ſeething it with hony, andraking 
off the ſcum. The Fry zians make an 0+ 
ther water of two pounde of ale vynce 
gerhalfe an ounce of bole armoniake, 
11.drams ofallom, tii.ounces ofhonye, 
boyling all togeather.

Oraſmuch as amongſt the cau- 

ſes of this diſeaſe, vnwholeſ/ome 

watcr isnot the lcaſt, Ihaucof 

purpoſe adioyncd the diſcom- 

moditics that growe hereby for 
the fuller declaration of this matter 
out of Hippocrates his booke, entitu- 
led De Aeregaqui.5-c5, that is, of the 
ayrc,yvaters,and region yvhercin men 
doe ]yue, in vvhich hee vvriteth in this 
manner.” The vyaters vyhich are frozen 
colde,and troubled,thorowe ſnow and 
yce,are full of flime and filthines. They 
vyhich drinke of them, haue great ſple= 
nes and ſwelled, andthcir bellyes are 
harde, ſlender, and hoate, their ſhoul.- 
ders, necke, andface, are thynne and 
l@aall, For their fieſb waſtcth into the 
lplene,

Jeane.Such cannot but cate anddrinke 
muche: and fith they haue both theyr 
higher and Jovver bellye exceedingly 
hoare, it is requiſite they ſhoulde have 
ftronger medicines. Therefore this d= 
ſeaſe is fanuliar vnto them in vvynter 
and ſommer. They arc alſo ſubieero 
many and incurable droplics. For ſom - 
mer bryngeth foorth manyeflixes laſ- 
kes and quartaine feuers. And by longe 
continuaunce theſe dilcafes leade them 
into drophies,and kill them, 
- Thelearethe diſeaſes of Sommer: 
but winter cauſeth in young men in- 
flammation ofthe longes, and madde- 
neſſc,in olde men hoat feucrs, becauſe 
they are boundc in their bellyes ; but 
vyomen ateſyyollen , and ſtuffed yyyth 
fleume,they conceyue hardly, & bryng 
foorth payncfully : their children are 
great and {vvollen,and thorovve theyr 
I! nountthment, they become defor= 
med,and pyne awaye. Thcy are noz 
ſufticiearly purged afcer their tra- 
uaile. 

Ruptures are incident to children, 
and (vyollen veynes called varices and 
vicersin the legges vato men, 


VVhere. 
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VVherefore it cannot bee that ſuche 
ſhouldelyuclong, bur before theyr 
time they ſeeme olde. Morcoucr vvo- 
menthynke they haue conceyued, but 
vyhen the tyme of theyr deliucraunce 
is novve preſente , that burden and 
fulneſſe vaniſheth avyaye.

JJ IOr as much as the nevve cancer 
beeing a diſeaſe of his own pro- 
per nature ſo cuill, is not for the 
moſte parte amongeſt the beſt 
praftized Chyrurgions founde 
alyyayes tobe curable, it ſeemeth not 
then a thing very muche to bee mar- 
uailed at, if the olde and greate canker 
bee {ſo rebellious , that it is not tamed 
vwith the moſte ſtrongeſt medicynes, 
no not vvith cutting and ſearing, but 
rather is ſometimes made farre yyorſc 
thereby.
